and municipal governments. 

Club women were urged to work tirelessly 
for the universal enactment of civil service 
laws and to initiate a crusade during the next 
year by placing civil service literature in 
evety home in the nation. The resolutions 
were adopted without a dissenting vote, mak- 
ing \clvil service the chief concern of the 
fedefation during the next two years.

When offices can 
neither be bought nor sold nor given oppor- 
tunities corruption must. dwindle. A sys- 
tem of competitive examination among can- 
didates for Office instead of appointment by 
favor can be trusted to do as much for hon- 
est government in America as it has done 
already in England. No good young man 
will go into the service as long as the spoils 
system is practiced. So long as rotation in 
office is practiced we will have no trained 
statesmen.”

service. 

“Let us combat the system,” she said,

Comity Clause in Report. 

In addition to this declaration the original 
report of the committee contained further 
clauses which sald: | | 

“Recognizing the comity which should 
exist between Christian churches, and be- 
lieving that it would be desirable and tend 
to the increase of a spirit of Christian unity, | 
we earnestly advise all the ministers under 
the care and authority of this general assem- 
bly to refuse to unite in ® any per~ 
gon or persons whose marriages such min- 
isters have good reason to believe is forbid- 
den by the laws of the church in which such 
person or persons seeking to be married may 
hold membership.

DID JAPS LOSE MORE SHIPS? 


Late Arrivals at Chefoo from Port Ar- 
thur Tell of Lossesto Mikado’s — 
Fleet. 


CHEFOO, May 23.—The captain of a Rus- 
sian merchantman, who left Port Arthur on 
May 20, insists that on May 15, wher the bat- 
tleship Hatsuse was destroyed, another big 
vessel struck a mine and was towed away 
disabled. He says the gunboats and torpedo 
boats returned off Port Arthur on May 20, 
when the Russians succeeded in sinking a 
small gunboat and two torpedo boats. 

The Russians, he says, are now confident 
of holding Port Arthur with the 30,000 men 
now stationed there. The damaged war- 
ships, except the Czarevitch and the Retvi- 
gan, are ready tg rejoin the fleet. These will 
also be ready for*sea service by June 1. 

The Japanese have reported to the consuls 
here that a wreck in the Liaotung gulf is 
dangerous to navigation, and it is possible 
that this is the other ship said to have been 
damaged at Port Arthur on May 15, as the 
Japanese fleet is known to have entered the 
gulf after the disaster to the Hatsuse. 


BANDITS A PERIL FOR RUSSIA. 


Chinese Troops and Brigands Seem to Be 
Organized Under Military Instruc- 
tion of Japanese Officers. 


LIAOYANG, May 23.—Gen. Ma, commander 
of the Chinese troops, is in constant com- 
munication with Toulisan, the chief of’the, 
Chinese bandits, who are adopting military 
organization under Japanese instructors. 

Toulisan’s district is the granary of Man- 
churia. He has built seven immense gran- 
aries, which are strongly garrisoned, and 
has ordered the inhabitants to bring in their 
surplus grain, forbidding them to sell it te 
the Russians. 

Hundreds of disguised soldiers are coming 
up the river, styling themselves workingmen. 
They remain idle and are well fed, while the 
Russians are unable to get food.

LONDON, May 2, 8a. m.—A dispatch to thse 
Telegraph from St. Petersburg says a number 
of studentg arrived there on Saturday and 
Sinday distributing treasomable prociama- 
tions and fomenting popular disaffection.

A Viedomosti dispatch adds it has collected 
a number of reports showing the war is seri- 
ously affecting commerce and industry 
throughout Russia. The stoppage. of the Si- 
berian trade owing to the monopolization of 
the Siberian railway by the military bas had a 
disastrous effect.. Several large houses in 
Moscow have become bankrupt. 

Poland probably ts the hardest hit. Imme- 
diately after the war began a number of 
foreign banks shortened the credit of the 
Polish firms. This had an extremely depress- 
ing effect onindustry. Theclosing of the far 
eastern market added to the distress. Fifteen 
thousand persons have been thrown out of 
work in Lodz alone. A number of manufact- 
urers at Odessa either bave dismissed their 
employes or placed them on halftime. 

Gloomy reports also have been received 
from Nijni Novgorod. Altogether the indus- 
trial depression prevailing before the war has 
been greatly intensified. Assurances that 
Russia would bear the strain of war lightly 
have not been justified.

It is announced that the ambassador was 

recalled in the full sense Of the diplomatic 
term, the French government having given 
up its first plan to give him indefinite leave 
of absence. 
“The rupture is further emphasized by the 
determination of France to withdraw M. , 
De Navenne, its minister at the vatican. 
When the rupture was first decided upon it 
was the intention to continue M. De Navenne 
at Rome as chargé d'affaires, for the pur- 
pose of transacting routine business. M. 
De Navenne is now here on leave and it has 
been decided that he shall not return to take 
up his duties as minister. 

This leaves M. Sartiges, with the rank of 
second secretary, to carry on the routine busi- 
ness of the vatican embasy. It is understood 
that public statemerits of M. De Navenne, 
apparently defending the vatican’s course, 
have contributed to the decision that he 
‘shall not return. 


Nuncio in Paris Is Bitter. 

Papal Nuncio Mgr. Lorenzelli gave out an. 
explanation today of his statement that he 
would not leave because “ Rome had no 
taste for replying to provocations.” 

The latter expression was construed as 
likely to give further offense to the French 
government and as leading to another diplo- 
matic incident.. Mgr. Lorenzelli therefore 
explains that the word “* provocations ” did 
not refer to the action of the French govern- 
ment, which had a perfect right to with- 
draw its ambassador, but to the provocations 
of French newspapers in suggesting his re- 


call. 
Cordial Greeting to Bishop. 

ARRAS, May 23.—President Loubet made a 
significant speech today in connection with 
the holiday at Arras. The bishop of Arras 
welcomed M. Loubet as their representative 
of the union of*church and state. Jn reply-. 
ing M. Loubet sald: 

“Your reference to the union of church 
and state appeals to a condition of calm, 
which the government heartily desires and 
which the president of the republic wel- 
comes. Your action and that of your clergy 
can be particularly efficacious in the realiza- 
tion of this satisfactory condition, for I see 
therein an assurance of peace for our country 
and greatness for the republic.” 


French Aim Is Patriotic. 

President Loubet, speaking at a reception 
in the town hall, referred to the decorations 
of the hall, which included portraits of Em- 
peror Nicholas, King Edward, and King 
Victor Emmanuel, which were surrounded 
by cordial inscriptions, and to his own por- 
trait with the dedication to “Emile Loubet, 
president of the republic and father of 
peace.” 

This, said the president, completely sum- 
marized the policy of the republic. What- 
ever had been the vicissitudes of domestic 
politics, the statesmen who had from time to 
time been called upon to form cabinets had 
always aimed at the greatness of the repub- 
lic, the maintenance of peace, and the 
strengthening of alliances and friendships 
first with Russia, then with’ Great Britain 
and Italy, and, he hoped, with other states 
in the future. If he had been able to aid in 
this aim his tenure of office had not been 
wasted. 

The president further emphasized these 
sentiments at a banquet in the evening. 


Rome Hopes for Early Peace. 
ROME. May 23.—Information received 
from France by the vatican authorities to- 
day indicates that the situatiow growing out 
of the papel protest against President Lou- 
bet’s visit to Rome and the recall of Am- 
bassador Nisard has assumed a more satis- 
factory phase. It is understood the vatican 
has been assured that the government. un- 
less compelled by action of the chamber of 
deputies. practically intends to allow the 
matter of Cardinal Merry del Val's note to 
crop, thus, avoiding a conflict with the holy

He said that railway 
mergers were conducive to the general pros- 
perity. 

“It is not impossible,” he said, ** that the 
language of a majority of the Supreme court 
in deciding the Northern Securities case 
recently, may in the light of the future be 
seen to reflect the clamor of the public rather 
than the calm judicial review of a great ques- 
tion by that exalted tribunal. 

** Likewise, it is a question whether some 
of the acts of state executives and legisla- 
tures and editorial utterances on the subject 
of these later questions of expansion and 
consolidation will not seem as uncalled for 
and extreme as were those upon a similar 
issue a half century ago. 

“Propositions looking toward the better- 
ment of service, having no other object and 
impossible of any other result, have been 
misunderstood and have been fought inch by 
inch with a perseverance and zeal worthy of 
a better cause. 

‘*Ils it not likely that such opposition to 
present progress will later be considered a 
remarkably exact repetition of the mistakes 
our forefathers made in cases having closely 
analogous features?” 


_ Growth of Cities a Menace. 
The greatest menace to the prosperity of 


‘| America, according to the speaker, was the 


rapid growth of cities as compared with 
agricultural districts. 

“No man can regard without alarm the 
growth of the great centers of population 
with their sinister, dangerous, prepondering 
influence in the politics of the state and na- 
tion,’’ he said. ‘‘ It is the most serious men- 
ace that clouds our national horizon today, 
increasing in size and ominous. .

On May 24. 1879 the Art institute was or- 
ganized by Marshall Field, Ferdinand Peck, 
George E. Adams, Charles E. Hamill, and 
Murry Nelson Sr. Among its early trustees 
were L. Z. Leiter, James H. Dole,’S. M. Nick- 
erson. E. B. McCagg, N. K. Fairbank, E. W. 
Blatchford, and Mark Skinner. Of the orig- 
inal- trustees only C. L.: Hutchinson and 
W. M. R. French still are in office. George 
Armour was the first president and Mr. 
Leiter the second. The former agreed.to 
give as much monéy as Mr. Leiter did, but as 
the latter decided not togiveany, a few hun- 
dred dollars for the purchase of the few 
“traps’’ of the old Academy of Design and 
small current expenses were all the insfitu-. 
tion possessed during its earlier years. 

The institution slowly acquired property 
in Michigan avenue and Van Buren street 
until shortly before the world’s fair it com- 
Taanded more than $400,000 by the sale of 
its site to the Chicago club. With this 
amount and $200,000 given for the purpose by

All the temples are as displeasing and dis- 
illusioning to one expecting to see anything 
of real religious feeling or fitting observance, 
and Buddhism, mixed with Taoism and 
underlaid with Confucianism, has reached its 
last and lowest stage in Canton. The noble 
religion has suffered a sad change to suit 
and meet these people who obtained it in its 
hest days from India, and to whom many 
teachers of the faith came by way of Burma, 
Siam, and Cambodia. | 

At the monastery and temple on Honan 
island in the river one finds no better condi- 
tions. The greasy priests in their gray cot- 
ton clothes open the echoing stone floored 
hall of images, which seems to be deserted 
save when tourists land from their boats to 
pick their way to the temple courts. The 
pampered pigs are there, fatted porkers who 
alone illustrate the kindness to animals 
which the faith ordains. 

The priests. are a stupid, unintellectual 
looking lot, their idle, listless air, their ap- 
parent indolence and want of occupation 
putting them in strong contrast with the 


-} splendid heads and faces of the keenly intel- 


ligent priests of Siam, and Ceylon, and Ja- 
pan, where the faith lives in an active form. 

A dying nation with thrée dying religions is 
a sad sight, andthe few thousand of modern, 
progressive, reforming, agitating Chinese, 
who constitute the sole hope of China, may 
also be said to have fallen as far away from 
Buddhism as from Taoism. Of Confucian- 
ism, s0 much is interwrought with family and 
social life that they retain more of its ob- 
servances, Superstition and old habits die 
hard, and the most progressive, newspaper 
reading Chinese cling to many old beliefs 
along with their advanced political and social- 
istic ideas, 

The industries of Canton are the same as 
they were one and»two centuries ago. No 
new ideas in art industries have filtered 
down into the narrow lines of streets or the 
dark dens of shops, where the workmen toil 
twelve and sixtéen hours a day. The ivory 
and sandalwood carvers are carving the 
Same boxes and fans and puzzle’ balls as 
the first Bast Indian captains brought back 
in clipper ships, and in twenty years find 


nothing new but the prices, 


. The ivory carvers toil over their intracta- 
ble materials and produce mechanical, labo- 
riously overornamented things with no artis- 
tic merit, no grace of expression, or meanifg 
to recommend them. 

The kingfisher feather workers pinch off 
the microscopic bits of brilliant, iridescent 
plumage and fasten them to a silver'sur- 
face, and the shopkeepers and guides, who 
volubly -tell in how few years a workman 
goes blind, press one to buy hairpins and 
small ornaments of the jewel like stuff. But 
as there are screens in the old palace at Pe- 
kin, measuring even eight feet in height and 
four feet across, covered with whole land- 
Scapes, mountains, trees, houses, bridges, 
and men and women all wrought of this mi- 
croscopic kingfisher feather mosaic, one can- 
not greatly covet a half inch ornament. 


In the jade shops and at the market, where 
there'‘are daily auctions of jade objects, one 
sees nothing but small pieces for personal 
adornment—bangles, hairpins, buttonhole 
charms, beads, and small bottle tops—cut 


‘from the bright apple green or translucent 


emerald green jade. 

The jade that comes over here from Yun- 
nan or down the Irawadi and around by 
sea from Burma to this jewel market and 
gem cutters’ quarter of Canton is all of the 
brilliant green Fengtsin jadeite, and valued 
more highly by the modern Cantonese than 
the harder, almost pure white nephrite of 
ancient favor. It is sawed into strips and 
small blocks, worked on emery wheels, or 
rolled in small barrels to make beads, and

CHIRP SCRNTS A MYSTERY 


BEGINS INQUIRY INTO ENDING OF 
GET RICH QUICK CASE. 
Managers of Baldwin Cotton Company, 
Accused of Taking $75,000 from 
“Investors,” Are Allowed to Escape 
with $25 Fines for “Keeping Com- 
mon Gambling House”—Other War- 
rants Are Not Served and Victims 
Not Given Time .to Aid Prosecution.

filias A. J. Emerest, managers of the Bald- 


win Cotton co any, were allowed to plead 
guilty to a charge of keeping a cainenien 
gambling house and escaped with fines of 
$25 and costs each, imposed by Justice Prin- 
diville. That the men should be allowed to 
escape after, it is alleged, taking $75,000 from 
country “ investors” by get rich quick meth- 
ods, puzzled the chief, and especially as De- 
tective C. R. Wooldridge, who conducted the 
raid on the concern at 253 La Salle street, 
held two other warrants for'the arrest of the 
men which he failed to serve. 

“I am going to make a rigid inquiry,” de- 
clared Chief O'Neill. “ I cannot understand 
why Eberman and Baldwin were set at lib- 
erty. Detective Wooldridge says their op- 
erations amounted to more than $75,000, yet 
he allows them to go on the payment of a 
light fine. They-appear to have swindled 
hundreds of persons and still are allowed 
to get away with the moneg, The case jus- 
tified a continuance for further investigation 
and I am disappointed that the men were 
not held until some of their victims ap- 
peared. The postal authorities might have 
proceeded with the case if it had been called 
to their attention, I have not seen Wool- 
dridge. He had my authority to go ahead 
and should have done so. It is unfortunate 
that the victims of the swindle have no te 
course. There are other concerns of this 
kind in Chicago and we intend to close them 
"3 as fast as we can get evidence against 

em,’ 


Admits Holding Back Warrants. 


Detective Wooldridge acknowledged thet 
he had warrants for both Eberman and 
Baldwin when they were released, but gave 
- explanation as to why he did not serve 

em. 

“I telegraphed to two or three of the al- 
leged victims of the concern, but got no re- 
plies,”’ said Wooldridge. ‘‘ No one appeared 
against the men, and the prosecuting attor- 
ney and myself agreed the only thing we 
could do was to have them fined for conduct- 
ing a common gambling house. They plead- 
ed guilty to the charge and paid the fines. 
I did not think I had sufficient evidence to 
warrant a continuance of the case, or I would 
have asked that the men be held.” 

The detective admitted that the hearing 
was held too soon to give any of the out of 
town victims a chance to appear. He de- 
clares the prosecuting attorney, Jacob In- 
genthron, told him the evidence did not ware 
rant holding the men. 


Surprises Justice Prindiville. | 


Justice Prindiville expressed surprise that 
Wooldridge and the prosecuting attorney 
did not ask for a continuance. He said he 
had no recourse but to impose a fine. The 
defendants agreed to end their operations in 
Chicego, allowing the police to destroy their 
books and papers. 

At the Merchants’ bank, which was given 
as a reference by the men, it was said that 
Eberman and Baldwin withdrew their de- 
posit in the morning and closed the account. 
The acting president of the institution, H. P. 
Bangs, made this statement: 

“The Baldwin Cotton company were de- 
positors in this bank. I was informed by my 
predecessor that they came well recom- 
mended and that they carried accoiints in 
two other institutions in this city. I have 
in no instance recorhmended the Baldwin 
Cotton company. In reply to the inquiries, I 
have only stated that the concern kept a 
satisfactory account with this bank.”’

Drainage Board, After Lively 
Session, Puts Off Deciding 
on City’s Claim.

TALK OF PRICE TO ASK. 


Real Estate Men Argue That the 
Trustees Should Not De- 
mand Profit. 


Two more weeks were added yesterday to 
the delay that has marked the negotiations 
over the disposal of the valuable surplus 
water power to be developed at Lockport by 
the trustees of the sanitary district. 

The real estate board, the city adminis- 
tration, and the Chicago Democratic club 
had representatives at the meeting of the 
board’s committee on municipal relations, 
ready to insist that the power privileges be 
awarded to Chicago, Evanston, and Cicero 
instead of to private corporations. This called 
forth from President Zina R. Carter a decla- 
ration that no private interests had as yet 
applied for the grant, and that the only 
question to be argued was the amount of 
compensation to be exacted from the mu- 
nicipalities. 


: High Charge Shuts Out Chicago. 

n reply Trustee Webb da high charge 
would mean that “ penis stricken Chi- 
cago ” would be cut off from the opportunity 
to secure power sufficient to place an arc 
light at every street corner and make itself 
the best lighted city in the world. 

Trustee Joseph Braden said the charge to 
the cities using the power should be “ in the 
neighborhood of $20 per horse power.” Presi- 
dent Carter declared himself in favor of a 
“fair and reasonable compensation,” in- 
cluding a good net profit for the drainage 
district. Trustee Webb, who already had 
introduced a resolution setting the price at 
$15, gave notice that he would amend to $9 
at a later meeting. 

Louis A. Seeberger of the real estate board 
suggested that as the power could be gen- 
erated for $4.20, more than $8 would be an 
excessive figure to exact. He submitted an 
elaborate written report and then asked a 
postponement of two weeks in order to get 
expert engineering testimony as to the cost 
of the work. 


Real Estate Boerd Arguments. 

The report presented by the real estatea 
board in favor of granting the water power 
to the city at cost contained the following 
points: 

- The sanitary district was created as a result 
of the constitutional limits pl upon the debt 
incurring power of the city of Chicago. In no 
sense is it, except in form, a distinct organization 
from the city, and, therefore, it has_no reason to 
conduct its affairs as would a quasi public corpora- 
tion conducted for profit. ©. 

There is no provision in the law for the using of 
profits resulting from any development of the 
sanitary district. 

Such profits could not be used for the mainte- 
nance of the district, or for the payment of inter- 
es or principal of bonds of the district. 

‘There is no present need of the development of 
additional manufacturing sites in the city of 
Chicago or the county of Cook. 

In applying to the legislature for permission to 
develop this surplus power the drainage board 
gaye representatives of the real estate board to 
understand that the prime object of the bill was to 


preserve the power for the use of the city of Chi-: 


cago. 
Would Defer Action for Years. 

A suggestion from Trustees Cloidt and 
Legner that action on the whole power ques- 
tion be deférred until after the next session 
of the legislature, or for three years, until 
the surplus power is fully developed, brought 
out forcible opposition from Mr. Seeberger, 
Commissioner Blocki, and Trustees Wenter 
and Webb. Mr. Blocki said that it would 
take the city at least two years to prepare 
to handle the power, and that its plans 
should be started at once. Mr. Seeberger 
used the same argument that was employed 
in securing the passage of the Mann bill to 
remove the tunnels from the river. 

“By a decision of the Supreme court,” he 
said, “‘the city now has the power to issue 
bonds for permanent improvements. None 
would be more valuable than a cheap and 
complete lighting service. Unless arrange- 
ments are made for this now, the bond issue 
probably will be expended for other pur- 
poses, and when the drainage board gets 
ready to act it will find the city without 
funds.” 


PAYS MORE FOR BRAVE INDIAN. 


Novel Arrangement Made in Adjusting 
Claims of Red Men Hurt in May- 
wood Railway Wreck. 


Charge-the-Enemy, Pawnee Killer, and 
White Eyes, representing the Sioux Indians 
injured in the wreck on the Chicago and 
Northwestern line near Melrose Park on 
April 7, conferred yesterday with United 
States District Attorney BE. G. Godman re- 
garding the settlement of their claims 
against the railroad company. An agree- 
‘ment will probably be reached soon. ‘“ The 
railroad company contended the terms of set- 
tlement could not be same as in cases of 
white persons,”’ said Mr, Godman, “so we 
considered each case separately. Philip 
Irontail, who was killed, was a braver brave 
than either Comes Last or Kills Ahead, and 
was more respected by the squaws, so the 
company agreed to allow us greater damages 
in that case.”’ 


TRIES TO SAVE HER FATHER. 


Daughter of Robert Bremner, Charged 
with Murder, Testifies the Man 
Is Insane. 


In the trial of Robert Bremner, charged 
with the murder of Attorney Louis Mitchell, 
yesterday an attempt was made by the de- 
fense to prove the defendantinsane. Miss 
Kate Bremner, daughter of the prisoner, tes- 
tified to his queer behavior prior to the kill- 
ing. The witness also said her mother had 
been on friendly terms with Mitchell and the 
lawyer frequently visited the Bremner resi- 
dence.

One Side Claims Title Passed and 
Other That Stock Must 
Be Returned. 


» Trenton, N. J., May 23.—Argument was 
@eoncluded before Judge Bradford in the 
United States Circuit court today in the 
- @ase of the application of E. H. Harriman 
and Winslow F. Pierce to restrain the pro- 
posed plan of distribution of the assets of 
the Northern Securities company, which was 
decided by the United States Supreme court 

to be an illegal combination. 

The concluding argument for the Northern 
Securities company was made by John G. 
Johnson of Philadelphia, and W. D. Guthrie 
of New York closed the argument on behalf 
of the complainant. 

The argument on both sides turned largely 
on the question as to the title to the North- 
ern Pacific stock which Harriman and Pierce 
put into the combination, and which amount- 
éd to about $79,000,000. 

The main contention of Mr. Johnson was 
that the stock had become the absolute prop- 
erty of the Northern Securities ‘company, 
and that it was perfectly legal for the North- 
ern Securities company to carry out the pro 
rata plan of distribution upon which the com- 
pany had agreed. 


Identical Stock Is Demanded.

| OPIUM SEIZED ON THE COAST. 


meas te Becret Service Agents Work Up a Case 
of Smuggling and Make Three | 


oe Washington, D. C., May 23.—Chief Wilkie 
=. of the secret sérvice today gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Secret servite agents have been investi- 
gating the suspected smuggling of opium be- 
tween Seattle and Portland. On Sunday last 
$20,000 worth of crude opium was seized and 
8. B. Stevens, alias Tuttle, W. 8. Cree, and 
Alfred Larsen, all of Seattle, were arrested. 
Stevens is charged with being the principal. 

“His methods, it is stated, were unique. 
Chinese merchants at Victoria imported the 
Opium and it was landed during ine night at 
a point near Seattle. Stevens had two skele- 
ton pianos, it is said, and two large iron 
safes into which the opium was packed. The 
receptacles were then shipped by freight 
to four fictitious names at Portland, where 
the distributers got possession of the opium.”

‘EZ. D. Conger of Grand Rapids Given a 


|ALL FAVOR A SUBSIDY, 


SHIP OWNERS GIVE VIEWS TO 
COMMITTEE FROM CONGRESS. 


Representatives of the Leading Ship- 
bullding Companies Testify That 
‘United States Can Never Build Upa 
Merchant Marine Unless It Pays the 
Difference in the Cost of Construc- 
tion and Operation—Some Want Free 
Trade, Others Differential Tariff. 


New York, May 23.—[Special. ]—Shipbuild- 
ers and ship owners told the congressional } 
commission today that if the United States 
wants a merchant marine it must pay a 
subsidy. All were agreed on this. Some 
thought absolute free trade would help, oth- 
ers did not. One favored a differential tariff 
on goods shipped in American vessels. All 
agreed that ships could be built more cheap- 
ly abroad than here because of the higher 
wages paid to American labor. 

The testimony was given before the com- 
mission authorized by the last congress to 
consider and recommend legislation for the 
development of the American merchant 
marine. Senator Gallinger is chairman of 
the commission. 

Thomas Clyde of the Clyde line declared 
that a subsidy was the only thing. The 
United States, he said, must pay builders the 
difference in the cost of building and opera- 
tion on account of higher wages paid to 
American sailors. 

Cc. B. Orcutt, president of the Ne 
News Shipbuilding company, told the com- 
mission that ships can be built in England 
for 75 per cent less than they can be built 
here. He favored a subsidy. 

Lewis Nixon said ships built in the United | 
States were too good. There was no demand 
here for tramp steamers. He favored a dif- 
ferential duty. 

Rear Admiral Bowles, president of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding company of Quincy, 
Mass., favored absolute free trade as wellas 
a subsidy. 

“How about the cost of labor?’ asked 
Senator Gallinger. 

“ Labor?” rejoined Admiral Bowles. “It’s 
a horrid thought——” 

“American labor would have to come 
down,”’ Senator Lodge answered for Ad- 
miral Bowles. 

J. F. Craig of Toledo, O., a western ship- 
builder, said that if congress gives the ship- 
builder something in the way of subsidies, 
within ten years American builders will be 
constructing ships for England. 

The hearing was adjourned until tomorrow. 


MRS. INGALLS TELLS HOW 
“OPPORTUNITY” WAS WRITTEN 


Says Late Husband Knew No Italian 
and Worked on Poem for Years Before 
Its Publication in Truth. 


Kas., May 23.—[Special.]—Shef- 

fleld Ingalls, eon of the late John J. Ingalls, 
says the charge that the poem ‘ Opportu- 
nity’ is a plagiarism sounds ridiculous to 
the members of his family, in view of the 
facts asthey knowthem. The Ingalls family 
never heard of Dr. Nicola Gigliotti before, 
never knew of his sending any letters to 
Senator Ingalls, and never had any knowl- 
edge of his writings. 
Mrs. Ingalls, widow of the senator, says 
her husband could not have translated any- 
thing from the Italian because he knew 
nothing of the language, nor did he know 
anything of French or German. Mrs. In- 
galls, who was a comrade -s well as the 
wife of Senator Ingalls, says the facts about 
the writing of “‘ Opportunity ” are these: 

For some three or four years prior to Senator 
Ingalis’ retirement from the United States senate 
he began to work out the idea embodied in ‘‘ Op- 
portunity.”” He wrote and rewrote it many times, 
and was always framing phrases for it, or rebuild- 
ing it, or polishing it. 

Blakeley Hall, editor of Truth at the time, was 
a great admirer of Seantor Ingalls, and the sen- 
ator sent it to him. Mr. Hall recognized its worth 
and published it in connection with Mr. Ingalis’ 
picture. This was the first time the poem ever 
appeared in print. 


Roosevelt’s Friend Had Doubts. 


Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
The famous sonnet, “ Opportunity,’’ the most 
conspicuous decoration of President Roose- 
velt’s office, in the handwriting of the late 
Senator John J. Ingalis, and signed by him, , 
was presented by Mrs. Ingalls to Roosevelt 
some years ago. 

Some months ago a Harvard friend of the 
president wrote to him. that he had doubt 
about Senator Ingalls being its author. Sec- 
retary Loeb replied. relating the circum- 
stances of its presentation, and was so posi- 
tive that Senator Ingalls was the author the 
president’s college friend made no further 
contention.
